More  Tuition  Was 
Too  Much  to  Ask 


TVEN  the  sharp  rise  In  the 
cost  of  going  to  college  In 
recent  years,  a  $200  tuition 
Increase  —  and  the  first 
since  1983,  at  that  —  might  seem 
relatively  low.  But  the  turbulence  of 
the  last  two  weeks  has  demonstrated 
that  a  tuition  Increase  of  any  amount 
remains  a  politically  delicate.  «omc- 
tjmcs  explosive,  subject  for  New 
York  State's  public  universities. 

This  Is  particularly  true  at  the  City 
University  of  New  York,  where  low 
tuition  is  not  only  a  matter  of  histori- 
cal pride  but  also  of  need :  40  percent 
Of'  Its  students  come  from  families 
earning  less  than  $12,000  a  year. 

Last  month  the  state  Legislature 
voted  to  let  the  State  University  sys- 
tem and  CUNY  raise  tuition  by  as 
much  as  $200  a  year  over  the  present 
rates  of  $1,350  and  $1.2*0.  respective- 
ly Student  protests  spread  from  City 
College  to  almost  all  the  City  Univer- 
sity's 19  other  colleges  and  several 
campuses  of  the  State  University. 
Gov  Mario  M.  Cuomo  vetoed  the  tui- 
tion increase  Tuesday  night,  saying 
that  the  universities  should  look 
harder  for  administrative  savings. 

That  the  protest  started  at  City 
College  is  not  without  historical  sig- 
nificance. The  school  was  founded  in 
1847  as  the  Free  Academy,  and  for 
129  years,  until  August  1978,  "free 
tuition"  was  a  highly  emotional  sym- 
bol of  Its  commitment  to  opportunity 
for  students  from  working-class  and 
Immigrant  families. 

"There  Is  no  doubt  that  many  peo- 
ple in  this  city  feel  that  they  would 
tint  have  received  a  college  educa- 
tion, were  It  not  for  City  College," 
said  Stanley  Lowell,  a  former  deputy 
mayor  who  graduated  in  1939. 
.  Dr  Judith  S.  Glazer,  an  associate 
professor  of  education  at  Long  Is- 
land University  and  one  of  several 
scholars  of  CUNY  tuition,  said  that 


such  emotions  made  It  "good  public 
policy  for  successive  mayors  to  sup- 
port free  tuition,"  though  there  was 
"constant  erosion"  to  the  policy, 
starting  in  1917  when  a  fee  of  $7  a 
semester  was  imposed  on  part-time 
evening  students. 

The  battles  over  tuition  began  in 
earnest,  Dr.  Glazer  said,  when  Gov. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  launched  the 
construction  of  dozens  of  new  Stale 
University  campuses.  To  help  pay 
for  them  the  Governor  Imposed  a 
$200  tuition  at  SUNY;  he  pressed 
CUNY  to  charge  tuition  as  well, 
largely  to  assuage  the  resentment  of 
upsiate  residents,  according  to  Rich- 
ard Rothbard.  the  City  University's 
budget  director,  who  wrote  a  disser- 
tation on  tuition  policy. 

The  university  successfully  re- 
sisted until  the  summer  of  1976, 
when  the  city's  fiscal  crisis  sent 
CUNY  to  the  brink  of  financial  ruin. 
Even  then,  Mr.  Rothbard  noted,  its 
board  actually  proposed  closing  or 
merging  several  colleges  In  an  effort 
to  save  the  policy,  and  several  trus- 
tees resigned  rather  than  vote  lo  Im- 
pose lull  Ion. 

Mr.  Rothbard  said  that  Immedi- 
ately after  tuition  was  Imposed,  (he 
university's  enrollment  plunged 
from  253,000  to  200.000  students.  He 
said  there  was  no  evidence  that  any 
large  number  of  those  students  re- 
enrolled  in  other  colleges. 

Just  $200  more  a  year  might  mean 
no  college  for  them,  loo.  said  many  of 
the  City  University  students  protest- 
ing last  week.  The  sit-ins  continued 
until  Friday  to  make  the  point  that 
faculty  layoffs  and  other  cuts  In 
services  were  not  acceptable,  either. 
And  since  the  veto  leaves  SUNY  $26 
million  short  and  CUNY  $18  million 
short  of  projected  costs,  the  debate  <s 
far  from  finished.

More  Tuition  Was 
Too  Much  to  Ask 
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fiY  Tuition-Hike 
ns  Stay  'Friendly' 


JVEN  the  sharp  rise  In  the 
cost  of  going  to  college  In 
recent  years,  a  $200  tuition 
Increase  —  and  the  first 
since  1983,  at  that  —  might  seem 
relatively  low.  But  the  turbulence  of 
the  last  two  weeks  has  demonstrated 
that  a  tuition  Increase  of  any  amount 
remains  a  politically  delicate,  some- 
times explosive,  subject  for  New 
York  Slate's  public  universities. 

This  Is  particularly  true  at  the  City 
University  of  New  York,  where  low 
tuition  Is  not  only  a  matter  of  histori- 
cal pride  but  also  of  need:  40  percent 
Of"  Us  students  come  from  families 
earning  less  than  $12,000  a  year. 

Last  month  the  state  l  egislature 
voted  to  let  the  State  University  sys- 
tem and  CUNY  raise  tuition  by  as 
much  as  $200  a  year  over  the  present 
rates  of  $1,350  and  $I.2S0,  respective- 
ly Student  protests  spread  from  City 
College  to  almost  all  the  Ciiy  Univer- 
sity's 19  other  colleges  and  several 
campuses  of  the  Stale  University. 
Gov  Mario  M.  Cuomo  vetoed  the  tui- 
tion increase  Tuesday  night,  saying 
that  the  universities  should  look 
harder  for  administrative  savings. 

That  the  protest  started  at  City 
College  is  not  without  historical  sig- 
nificance "Ihe  school  was  founded  in 
1847  as  the  Free  Academy,  and  for 
129  years,  until  August  1976,  "free 
tuition"  was  a  highly  emotional  sym- 
bol of  its  commitment  to  opportunity 
for  students  from  working-class  and 
Immigrant  families. 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  many  peo- 
ple In  this  city  feel  that  they  would 
hot  have  received  a  college  educa- 
tion, were  it  not  for  City  College," 
said  Stanley  Lowell,  a  former  deputy 
mayor  who  graduated  in  1 939. 
.  Dr.  Judith  S.  Gla/er,  an  associate 
professor  of  education  at  Long  Is- 
land University  and  one  of  several 
scholars  of  CUNY  tuition,  said  that 


such  emotions  made  It  "good  public 
policy  for  successive  mayors  to  sup- 
port free  tuition,"  though  there  was 
"constant  erosion"  io  the  policy, 
starting  In  1917  when  a  fee  of  $7  a 
semester  was  Imposed  on  part-time 
evening  students. 

The  battles  over  tuition  began  In 
enrnesl,  Dr.  Glazer  said,  when  Gov. 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  launched  the 
construction  of  dozens  of  new  Stale 
University  campuses.  To  help  pay 
for  them  the  Governor  imposed  a 
$200  tuition  at  SUNY;  he  pressed 
CUNY  to  charge  tuition  as  well, 
largely  to  assuage  the  resentment  of 
upsiate  residents,  according  to  Rich- 
ard Rothbard,  the  City  University's 
budget  director,  who  wrote  a  disser- 
tation on  tuition  policy. 

The  university  successfully  re- 
sisted until  the  summer  of  1976, 
when  the  city's  fiscal  crisis  sent 
CUNY  to  the  brink  of  financial  ruin. 
Even  then,  Mr.  Rothbard  noted,  its 
board  actually  proposed  closing  or 
merging  several  colleges  In  an  effort 
to  save  the  policy,  and  several  trus- 
tees resigned  rather  than  vote  to  Im- 
pose tuition. 

Mr.  Rothbard  said  that  Immedi- 
ately after  tuition  was  Imposed,  the 
university's  enrollment  plunged 
from  253.000  to  200,000  students.  He 
said  there  was  no  evidence  that  any 
large  number  of  those  students  re- 
enrolled  in  other  colleges. 

Just  $200  more  a  year  might  mean 
no  college  for  them,  too.  said  many  of 
the  City  University  students  protest- 
ing last  week.  The  sit-ins  continued 
until  Friday  to  make  the  point  that 
faculty  layoffs  and  other  cuts  in 
services  were  not  acceptable,  either. 
And  since  the  veto  leaves  SUNY  $26 
million  short  and  CUNY  $18  million 
short  of  projected  costs,  the  debate  .s 
far  from  finished.
